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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 and 29-40 allowed. The closest prior art of record, Laor, U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. U.S.2002/0009270A1 teaches (figs. 1-20) a method and 
device for heat bonding an optical fiber 10,24 and substrate 40 wherein the fiber is 
directly butted to the substrate before it is melted by a laser 30. The aforementioned 
claims specifically states that the optical fiber end is melted while the fiber is above but 
not touching an exposed surface of a substrate. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 17-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laor, 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. U.S. 2002/0009270A1 . 

Laor teaches (Figs. 1-20) a method and apparatus for heat bonding an optical 
fibers 10 by melting the end portions of the fiber in order to beat bond the fiber end to a 
device upon one of a plurality of coplanar substrates 6 with the devices including 
VCSEL's (Note it is inherent that VCSEL's can include commonly known semiconductor 
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materials such as GaAs, InGaAS or Al GaAs or silicon materials and that this device 
can operate at the standard wavelength of 1550 nm) wherein the fiber is transparent to 
a designated wavelength. It should be noted that a plurality of spaced optical fibers can 
be connected to each substrate. It appears from the teachings of Laor that there is no 
intervening matter between the fiber end and the respective substrates. The teachings 
of Laor reference clearly, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations.
